SPECIAL MENTION: Wendy Padbury has played 
no less than two assistants in Dr Who's long 
history. For forty nine episodes she accom¬ 
panied Patrick Troughton in the closing years of 
the 1960s, and then, four years later, she 
entered the TARDIS again to partner the 

Doctor, as played by Trevor Martin, in the stage 
play of Dr Who. 

For both of these roles, Wendy was chosen for her 
ability to play characters much younger than her 
true age, for she still retains the stature and 
looks of a teenager. 

Contrasting with Victoria Waterfield (Deborah 
Watling) who had been a lady from Earth's past, 
the role of Zoe Herriet called for a brilliant 
computer scientist from the far flung future. 
This gave Dr Who writers room for some 
amusing dialogue. For, while in one scene Zoe 
was able to re-programme a computer with a 
nervous breakdown, in another episode, the 
Doctor's other companion Jamie (Fraser Hines), 
had to painstakingly explain to her what candles
